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GENERAL DESCRIPTION 


Thank you for choosing our high quality and reliable external floppy disk drive. 


This is a 3.5", aluminum micro floppy disk drive which is compatible with 
AlOIl and applicable to Amiga 500/1000/2000/3000 computers and 
Commodore CDTV. The built-in No-Clicking feature shuts down the seek- 
track noise when no disk 1s inserted. 


There is a Three-Position switch at the back of the RocLite AV to allow 
selection of one of the three available modes: 


QO DISABLE MODE 
I ENABLE MODE 
IL ANTI-VIRUS MODE 


Mode 0 will disable the floppy disk drive. The Amiga system will not recognize 
the existence of the floppy disk drive when this mode is selected. 


This is useful when the floppy disk is no need and it releases the memory 
overhead of the drive to other programs running on the system. 


Mode I will enable the drive. The Amiga system will recognize the existence 
of the drive when this mode is selected. 


Mode II will trigger the anti-virus function of the drive. The drive will block 
out the read from/write to function of track O of the diskette inserted into 
the floppy disk drive. Most viruses are attached to track 0. The anti-virus 
function, when triggered, isolates the track 0 from being copied. If a virus 
is detected, a "WRITE-PROTECTED" error message will appear as shown.

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INSTALLATION PROCEDURE 


Please follow these steps when connecting the external Floppy Disk Drive 
(FDD) to the Amiga 500/1000/2000/3000 computers and Commodore CDTV.

TURN OFF all power to the Amiga and peripherals. 
Plug the 23-pin D-connector of the FDD into the DISK DRIVE port which 
is located at the back panel of the computer. Tighten the screws on the 


connector to the computer back panel. 


Select one of the following operating modes: 


Q DISABLE MODE 
I ENABLE MODE 
I] ANTI-VIRUS MODE 
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CAUTION: 
Do not change the switch setting while the floppy disk drive light is on.

TURN ON all power to the Amiga and peripherals. The RocLite AV 
receives power from the host computer and eliminates the need for a 
separate external power supply. 


. The RocLite AV operates in the same way as the internal drive of the 


computer. 
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GENERAL CARE OF THE ROCLITE AV 


. Never remove the diskette while the disk drive light is on. This may cause 
damage to the disk and data may be lost as a result. 


. For general care of the exterior of the drive, use a non-abrasive detergent 
on a piece of cloth. Wipe the casing only. 


. Do not attempt to clean the inside of the floppy disk drive. The drive 
should be serviced by a qualified technician. 


Maintain your diskette in good and clean condition to ensure smooth 
operation of the floppy disk drive. 


. Do not drop the drive. Keep drive away from extreme heat or cold. 
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RocLite AV FREQUENTLY ASKED QUESTIONS: 


Q: 
A 
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Is it normal for the red light to flicker randomly as data is addressed’? 


: The red light flashes to signal when a read/write function is taking place. 


At no time while the light is flashing should the diskette be removed 
from the drive. It may cause damage to the disk and/or the drive. 


: Will this drive work with an A3000’? 
: Yes, the drive is compatible with A500/1000/2000/3000 and CDTV. 


: Can I set the disk drive over and on the internal disk drive on my A500? 
: This should not be a concern as the Amiga has an aluminum shielding 


and will not interfere with the data on the disk. A lot of users place the 
drive on top of the Amiga because it saves space as well as looks tidy. 


: What is the THREE-POSITION switch for on the back? 
: The position I disables the external floppy drive so as to release the memory 


overhead of the drive to other programs running on the system. Position 
I is the enable mode. Position II is the ANTI-VIRUS MODE for virus 
detection. 


: Should the drive light come on when the Amiga is powered up? 
: Yes, The Amiga checks every peripheral device attached when booted up. 


The drive light flashes to indicate that the system has recognized the 
existence of the drive. 


: Can the drive be placed on its side and work properly? 
: The RocLite AV will work properly when placed on its side, however, 


it 1s recommended to place flat on four rubber pads to avoid the drive 
from tipping over, which may cause damage to the drive and the diskette. 
CAUTION: Never place the drive up side down. 


: Why is there an error message "WRITE-PROTECTED" when I try to 


copy a certain file? 


- The RocLite AV comes with anti-virus function and blocks track zero 


where most of the known viruses attach themselves. When unexpected data 
appears on track zero, the drive will not copy it over. The copy operation 
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is incomplete and the system will return with an error message "WRITE 
PROTECTED". The user should then check if this unexpected data is a 
virus and take appropriate actions. 


Q: When MODE II is set for Anti-Virus and I try to format the disk, there

is always a ‘busy’ message, Why’? 

You're properly running Workbench 1.3 in Kickstart 2.04 system which 
is not compatible under Anti-Virus mode. So, you should either set switch 
to MODE I or run Workbench 2.0 for Kickstart 2.04 to recover the 
matching Problem.
